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ENGRAVERS ERRORS ON ENGLISH COINS 
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The 1723 SSC First Bust Shilling 


The 1723 SSC shilling of the first bust type is a very common 
coin. So common, in fact, that one would expect a multitude of 
varieties and indeed there are many. 

Ruding and Hawkins make no mention of varieties, other 
than that the 1723 SSC shilling appears with two bust types. 
When H. A. Seaby compiled The Milled Silver Coinage of Eng- 
land, first published in the Numismatic Circular, and later re- 
printed with revisions and additions (Spink and Son, 1925), he 
listed the variety of this shilling with the arms of France at date, 
and noted that ‘there are many missing stop variations of this 
type.’ When Seaby published The English Silver Coinage 1649- 
1949 in 1950, and as a second edition in 1957 under the title 
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The British Imperial Silver Coinage or The English Silver Coin- 
age from 1649, he listed the regular 1723 SSC first bust shilling 
(ESC 1176) as C* (very common), and the French arms at date 
error as R! with really fine specimens rated R%. The most recent 
edition (3rd, 1968) makes only a small modification to the list- 
ings — the French arms at date error is rated R? with really fine 
specimens rated R‘. 

The Milled Coinage of England 1662-1946 (Howard Linecar, 
editor) lists essentially the same information which appeared in 
The Milled Silver Coinage of England. Obviously the attention, 
or considered importance of minor die varieties has been very 
limited. 

Yet for the specialist this coin has much of interest. Listed 
below are four coins. They are all of the variety ESC 1176. Each 
is of a different set of dies, and each demonstrates unusual char- 
acteristics unique to each die pairing.

1. Obverse. The distinguishing characteristics of this die 
are the small O inside of the large O in GEORGIVS, and the 
somewhat rounded end on the highest leaf in the wreath. 


1. Reverse. This die is characterized by a die cutting 
error: the first C (reading clockwise from date) is cut over SS. 
Both S’s are clearly visible, as shown in the illustration. Another 
characteristic of this die is the mis-alignment of the TH adjacent 
to the Brunswick-Luneburg arms. There are six harp strings in 
the Irish arms.

2. Obverse. There are no faults on this die, other than a 
very tiny scratch extending from the edge of the profile just 
below the lower lip to a point just short of the eye. Only a small 
amount of wear would remove this identifying mark. Perhaps a 
very significant feature is the very blunt end on the highest leaf 
of the wreath. Is it possible that this is the beginning of a failure 
which resulted in the bust puncheon being replaced with that 
creating the second bust type? 


2. Reverse. ‘The 3 of the date is cut over a mis-aligned 3 
such that the lower half of the first 3 is below and rotated 
counter-clockwise from the normal position. There are six strings 
to the harp in the Irish arms.

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3. Obverse. R of BR in legend is to the right of the highest 
leaf in the wreath. This leaf is sharply pointed. 


3. Reverse. First C over S in quarter between French and 
Irish arms. Only part of one S is visible to the right of the C. 
Harp has 7 strings.

4. Obverse. RK of BR in legend is above the highest leaf in 
the wreath. This leaf is sharply pointed. The state of the die 
shown is late, with much damage in the F and D of the legend. 


4. Reverse. Badly formed R in BRVN (possibly an R over 
upside down R). Stops missing between RIA in legend. 


A curious shaped E punch is common to both obverse die 1 
and 2. The base appears to have a curved line below the straight 
base. 


Pairing No. 1 appears to be very rare, while No. 3 is fre- 
quently seen, and perhaps the most common of the four. The 
writer would be pleased to hear of further varieties of ESC 1176.

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206 AN INTRODUCTION TO THE 
STUDY OF THE COINS OF THE 
UNITED STATES OF AMERICA

GENERAL DISCUSSION (continued) 
1916-1970 


In 1916, after coining of Barber dimes, quarter and half 
dollars had begun, new designs for these denominations were 
adopted. 





On the new dime the head of Liberty wears a cap with wings, 
signifying freedom of thought. The public immediately took this 
as the head of Mercury, and the coin has been known by that 
name ever since. (Mercury, incidentally did not have wings on 
his cap, but on his ankles), The reverse pictured an ancient 
weapon, the fasces, consisting of a bundle of sticks with an axe 
in the center, the blade projecting from the bundle. The olive 
branch around the fasces signified peace. Remember, this design 
was introduced in the depth of World War I, just before America 
entered into the conflict. A. A. Weinman was the artist who 
produced this coin. 
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The quarter dollar, by Herman MacNeil, bore a full length 
figure of Liberty, facing and standing in a gateway. A shield is 
carried over one shoulder, the opposite hand holds an olive sprig. 
The reverse depicts an eagle in flight, with stars and legend 
around the border and above the eagle. 

The half dollar, also by Weinman, shows Liberty, full length, 
walking to left, the rising sun in the background. The eagle on 
the reverse is perched on high ground, with wings outfolded. It 
could be said of the whole series of changes of 1916 that they are 
infinitely more expressive than previous types (with the excep- 
tion of perhaps Saint-Gaudens’ work) and are perhaps classic 
for the art of the early twentieth century. It is interesting to 
compare these coins with the French coins of the same period. 





In the following year a modification was made to the flying 
eagle reverse on the quarter dollar. The eagle was slightly rede- 
signed, with a bolder appearance, but with less detail. The eagle 
was also raised toward the center of the coin, and three stars 
placed below it, giving a better balance to the coin’s appearance. 
The half dollar also went through a minor change — the mint 
marks of the branch mints had first appeared on the obverse, 
after mid-1917 they occurred on the reverse. 

After a lapse since 1904 the Morgan type dollar was again 
struck in 1921. However, before the year was over, another de- 
sign was introduced. The Peace dollar, as it was called, was in- 
tended to commemorate the ending of the First World War. The 
head of Liberty, wearing a coronet of rays adorned the obverse. 
The reverse was composed of an eagle perched on a high rock, 
with the word PEACE below. The coin had all of the elements of 
a classic design, yet it was a failure. Perhaps a slight strengthen- 
ing of the letters and other detail, or better striking technique 
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would have helped. Suffice to say, circulating along side the 
Morgan dollar, as it did in Nevada and a few other regions, it had 
the appearance of a second rate design. Yet, well struck speci- 
mens in perfect condition are very pleasing. 





The beautiful standing Liberty quarter dollar was the short- 
est lived of modern coin designs (except for the Peace dollar 
which, as a denomination, was discontinued in 1935), lasting for 
only 15 years. In 1932 the current Washington bust, with eagle 
reverse was inaugurated. The posture and spread of the eagle’s 
wings was very typical of the militant influence on art of the 
thirties. The design was the work of John Flanagan. 





In 1938, after some indian-buffalo five cent pieces had been 
coined, the Jefferson bust “nickel’’ was adopted. It portrays 
Thomas Jefferson’s home, Monticello, on the reverse. Competi- 
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tion for the design of this coin was very keen, the rendition of 
Felix Schlag being adopted, after some modification. This coin, 
when struck in an alloy containing no nickel during the Second 
World War, bore very large mintmarks above Monticello to 





designate the alloy change. To provide this distinction on the 
coins of Philadelphia, a large P was used, as well as the S and D 
of the branch mints, providing Philadelphia with a mintmark 
for the only time in its history. 





Shortly after the death of Franklin Delano Roosevelt, in 
1945, the concept of a coin bearing the late president’s effigy 
was put into motion, and at the onset of 1946 the Roosevelt dime 
appeared. The significance of the dime being the coin to bear 
Mr. Roosevelt’s likeness is little appreciated. A polio victim him- 
self, Roosevelt strongly supported the ‘March of Dimes’ annual 
campaigns which ultimately put an end to the dreaded crippling 
disease. The coin was designed by John R. Sinnock. 





Another short lived coin was the Franklin half dollar. Benja- 
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min Franklin’s bust facing right is combined with a depiction of 
the Liberty Bell on the reverse. As with the Washington quarter 
dollar, the design is somewhat plain and simple. 





1959 saw the redesign of the reverse only of the Lincoln cent. 
The wheat heads surrounding the value and legend were replaced 
by a depiction of the Lincoln Memorial. A pleasing change, after 
fifty years, it is the first United States cent to eliminate the value 
ONE CENT from the central design of the reverse. Until this 
change the spelled out value, first surrounded by a chain, later 
by a wreath, has occurred on every cent struck by the mint of 
the United States of America. 





Shortly after the assassination of President John Kennedy, 
a half dollar design was submitted and accepted which bore the 
late president’s bust facing left, and an eagle from the Seal of 
the President on the reverse. The rendering of this coin, by Gil- 
roy Roberts, is most effective and hopefully signals the return of 
great art to the coinage of this nation. 

Due to an increase in the need for small change in the early 
1960’s, and the frenzied collecting of common coins in large 
quantities, a shortage of coins, and of the silver of which most 
were made, occurred. The silver shortage was also due to the 
great demand for that metal in industrial applications. The solu- 
tion took four forms: the San Francisco Mint, inactive since 
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1955, was reactivated in 1964; beginning in 1965 all mints struck 
coins without mintmarks (as San Francisco did in 1964); the 
quantities of coins produced reached astronomical figures for 
many of the denominations — so great was the production that 
the mints worked shifts around the clock and such incidental 
activities as the production of proof coins ceased; and in 1965 
the metallic composition of the silver coins was altered, the dime 
and quarter dollar being struck on blanks composed of a ‘sand- 
wich’ of a copper core between copper nickel outer layers, and 
the half dollar of similar ‘sandwich’ make-up, but of low grade 
silver between thin layers of fine silver. 





No design changes occurred during this period, except for a 
small modification to the Jefferson five cent piece. In 1966 the 
initials FS (for Felix Schlag) were added below the bust of 
Jefferson. 

By 1968 the coinage shortage was virtually over. Mintmarks 
for both San Francisco and Denver were reinstated. However, 
they appeared on the obverse of all denominations in contrast 
to their positions on the reverse of all but the cent prior to 1965.

SMALL HOARD OF AE COINAGE 
FROM THE OTTOMAN EMPIRE 


These unusual coins were produced by the Tripoli mint, in 
Asia Minor, one of the many which provided the Ottoman Em- 
pire’s monetary needs. Introduced about 1328, the issues were 
initially silver and of fine workmanship, with neat round flans 
and bearing the same type of inscription as carried over onto 
these AE pieces. Most Islamic coinages, including this one, never 
use busts or full figures in coin design; both obverse and reverse 
carry a horizontal inscription instead. 

The elaborate monogram, resmbling a modern abstract art 
form, is called a tughra. Incorporated in it are the sultan’s 
various names and official titles. It first appeared as a coin type 
under Sulayman I (1520-1566) and became common on the coin 
of Muhammad III (1595-1603). The reverse of the coin records 
the date and place of mintage. 

The pieces from the hoard are issues of Mahmud II (A.D. 
1808-1839). They are in very fine condition. $5.00 each
